Guard spokesman said he had no idea 
how many boats might have sunk or how 
many persons were trapped on the lake. 
More than 150 distress calls came in 
during the storm, 
40 of them from 
Cleveland. 
Thirty rescue boats and 
eleven aircraft including eight helicopL 
ers were pressed into service for the 
search operation. 
National Guard troops in Lakewood 
assisted with cleanup 
operations and 
maintained order. 
Fallen trees damaged several hous­ 
es and underpasses remained flooded in 
Lakewood. Wires were also down.

buried in 
Brussels 


BRUSSELS (UPI) — Former Premier 
Moise 
Tshombe of the Congo 
was 
buried today in a suburban Brussels cem­ 
etery. His sobbing sons tried to leap 
into his grave when the coffin was low­ 
ered. Tshombe, 
49, died Sunday of a 
heart attack in Algiers, where he had 
been held for the past two years after 
being kidnapped during a flight over 
the Mediterranean. 
The Katangese politician, one of the 
Congo’s main political 
leaders follow­ 
ing independence from Belgium, could 
not be buried in his native country where 
he had been branded a traitor. 
The present Congo military regime, 
which had tried Tshombe for treason 
in his absence and sought unsuccessfully 
to have him extradited from Algiers to 
face a death sentence, refused burial 
permission. 
Today’s interment in Etterbeek Ceme- 
tery outside 
Brussels was provisional 
in hopes a later burial in the Congo 
will be possible, a family spokesman 
said. 
Hundreds of black and white mourners 
paid their final respects to Tshombe 
inside and outside a small Methodist 
Church.

Anoth­ 
er horse in the park, which police said 
escaped from a nearby stable, was 
frightened by the Independence Day ex­ 
plosions and stampeded into Quinn's 
horse. The collision broke the neck of 
Quinn’s horse and it died instantly. Quinn, 
apparently not hurt, jumped aboard the 
stray horse and according to police “ fell 
off twice” during a wild ride before 
officers could stop him. 
Quinn also was booked on charges of 
being drunk in public, disturbing the 
peace and illegal riding off regular horse 
trails in the park. Bail was set at $800. 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (UPI) - Tht 
White House staunchly defended its new 
public school desegregation policy guide­ 
lines today and predicted that the Amer­ 
ican people will render a “ favorable” 
judgment of administration perform­ 
ance in this field. 
Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler 
asserted to newsmen that 
the new guidelines, 
issued jointly 
by 
the Justice and Health,

ial discrimination in the schools.” 
Ziegler made his comments in re­ 
sponse to heavy criticism from liberal 
members of Congress, the National Edu­ 
cation Association and Negro civil rights 
leaders. 
The President’s spokesman said, “ We 
feel we will be judged on what we do.” 
Then, he added, “ Of course, there will 
be some who never will be satisfied . . . 
which is part of our political system. 
“ The American people as a whole 
we feel, will judge the administration 
on its performance, which is to induce 
compliance with the law of the land;”

650 acres; 300 men 
fight Kern Co. blaze 


TEHACHAPI (UPI) — Nearly 300 men 
today fought a grass fire which broke 
out Friday afternoon on Black Mountain 
near Tehachapi. 
Kern County fire officials said the 
blaze, which has charred 650 acres, 
was contained about midnight Friday. 
They hoped to control it by 6 p.m. 
today but said tricky winds could cause 
major problems. 
A spokesman said, “ We’re keeping 
our fingers crossed,’’ 
Over 120 of the firefighters were in­ 
mates from California prison camps. 
The others were from fire fighting 
units. 
Six borate bombers were used to 
fight the blaze Friday but officials said 
the airplanes were seriously hampered 
by sight-seers in glider planes and other 
aircraft. 
According to a witness, one of the 
gliders, from a nearby glider club, 
was nearly hit by one of the planes 
fighting the fire. 


LUDINGTON, 
Mich. (UPI)— Victor 
Jackson attemtped to sail across Lake 
Michigan in a souped up bathtub today, 
but had to call for help alter starting 
the journey in a thick fog. 
The fog lifted but Jackson encount­ 
ered heavy waves of four to six feet, 
lost part of his radio gear and sent out 
an SOS for the Coast Guard to come 
meet him about six and a half miles 
from shore, and bring him back to Lud- 
ington. 
Jackson was delayed an hour by the 
fog before he took off, resplendent in 
red nylon jacket and life vest in the tub 
with its bright yellow pontoons. 
Jackson who admits he’s no sailor, 
doesn’t even own a boat. But he figured 
he could make the 80 mile journey ac­ 
ross the lake to Manitowoc, Wis., in 
about eight hours in his old fashioned 
iron bathtub. 
“ My main concern is that I don't 
run out of gas,’’ said the 30-year-old 
electronics repairmen from Lansing. 
He’s making the rub-a-dub-dub-trip on 
a $5 bet with his boss. 
“ It all started when we were arguing 
at the plant whether a raft wrapped 
with beer cans could float across the 
lake. 
Then the idea of the bathtub 
was approached,” he said. 
Dubbed “ Vic’s Folly” by his father, 
the white cast iron tub weight 200 


said that he expected this judgment to be

JACKSON, Miss. (UPI) - The Nation- 
al Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People charged Friday that 
President Nixon beat a “ cowardly re- 
treat” in abandoning the deadline for 
school desegregation. 
The statement, approved at the group’s 
60th 
annual meeting, termed the aban­ 
donment of the September deadline for 
public school desegregation a “ direct 
insult to our court” and said ithad“ dls- 
tlnct odor of the musty coin of political 
payoff.” 
“ Even though the school districts in 
question have had 15 years to comply 
with the law . . . though they have defied 
the law for 15 long, disorderly years,” 
the statement said, “ the President now 
says it would be unfair to apply the doo- 
trine of law and order to them.” 
The convention concludes today after 
a period Friday of sentiment followed 
by a period of hard business. 
Delegates participated in a memor­ 
ial service for “ Mississippi 
martyrs 
and deceased” members of the NAACP. 
A monument to slain NAACP leader 
Medgar Evers was unveiled at the serv­ 
ice. 
Evers was shot from ambush at his 
Jackson home six years ago. 
The huge one-ton 
marble monument 
was Inscribed with a memorial: 
"Dedicated to the memory of Medgar 
Wiley Evers, born July 2, 1925 in Dec*, 
tur, Mississippi. Assassinated June 12, 
1963, 
Jackson, Mississippi. Erected 
July 4, 1969 by Mississippi State Coo 
ference National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peqple.”

Fire Chief John C. Baker reported 
today that the total of all funds would 
reach about $2,100 with the aid of do­ 
nations which may arrive in the mail 
today and Monday. A total of $2,050 
was counted today including $1,000 in 
previous donations by mail, $500 from 
the counter cannister displays, and $550 
donated at the stadium. 
Baker said the Fire Department, spon­ 
sors of the spec table would have to use 
$350 to $400 of the $500 offered by the 
City Council to baclrup the fireworks 
fund in the event it fell below $2,500. 


Ten members of California’s congres­ 
sional delegation, including 13th District 
Congressman 
Charles 
M. Teague, 
R-Ojai, have revealed details of their 
outside income, as a result of pressure 
for tighter financial disclosure law. 
Most of California’s delegation of 38 
congressmen according to a survey, 
favor a tighter law to plug weaknesses 
in the 1968 Financial Disclosure Act. 
The act applies only to the House of 
representatives a fact that has led to 
a drive for full disclosure of all out­ 
side income earned by members of both 
houses. For itself, the Senate adopted 
a code that required disclosures of 
honoraria above $300. 
The drive resulting in the 1968 act 
was spurred by cases Involving Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell, D-N.Y., and Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd, D-Conn. 
Results of the survey indicate a more 
complete financial disclosure statute 
would have given a substantially dif­ 
ferent financial picture of the California 
delegation than that revealed by the 
1968 act. 
Teague made public his income tax 
returns for the survey and estimated 
his net worth at $1 million. He dis­ 
cussed his financial holdings at some 
length and with complete candor. 
Although Teague is the second rank-

ing Republican on the House Agriculture 
Committee, his extensive family-owned 
lands received no agricultural crop sub­ 
sidies except for an undisclosed subsidy 
on 100 acres of cotton.

Teague has consistently voted against 
cotton subsidies and he has voted to 
limit the financial subsidy that any single 
farm operator can receive to $22,000. 
Recent disclosures in the news indicate 
some operators have received as much 
as $1 million in a year. 
Teague’s 1968 adjusted gross income 
was $51,414 about half of it coming 
from his congressional salary and the 
balance from his family enterprises. The 
congressman’s interest in the cotton 
farming under the McKevett Co., is de­ 
tailed in a sealed statement filed with 
the House Committee on Standards of 
Conduct. The 1968 act only required 
that Teague make public his role as a 
director of the company.

sources. 
But before the county decides 
it wants to make use of the 
$57,700 acre foot water entitle­ 
ment from the state, it will 
have to make a momentous de­ 
cision on construction of a coas­ 
tal aqueduct to bring the water 
through San Luis Obispo county 
into the Santa Maria terminus 
area, and how it will distribute 
the water from there.

next January. 
The welfare department bud­ 
get is listed for review Thurs­ 
day at 9 a.m ., while the sher­ 
iffs department appropriations 
will go under study during the 
session to start at 9 a.m. Tues­ 
day. The Road Department bud­

Twenty-seven 
small 
poultry 
plants rated as dangerous to 
public health have been hit with 
“ clean up or close up" orders 
in a campaign beginning last 
August, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said today. 
The processing plants, mostly 
in the Northeast, were all small 
or seasonal operations produc­ 
ing 
for 
intrastate 
markets. 
Officials said 16 of the plants 
were closed, while 11 corrected 
unsanitary conditions and re­ 
sumed operations. 
Action 
against 
unsanitary 
intrastate poultry plants last 
year began after passage of a 
new Wholesome Poultry Act. 
The 
law 
gave 
states 
until 
August, 
1971, to bring their 
inspection programs for poultry 
produced for intrastate use up 
to the levels required under 
existing Federal inspection.The 
Federal 
inspection program 
applies to 87 per cent of the 
nation’s poultry produced for 
sale across state lines. 
One section of the 1968 act 
provided that if any intrastate 
plant was found to be a danger

During the past month we 
have had some interesting vis. 
its by leading world religious 
personalities into cities that 
are not their normal habitat. 
Pope Paul visited Geneva— 
a 
Protestant 
stronghold for 
more than 400 years— and ex­ 
changed friendly greetings with 
the International Labor Organ­ 
ization and the World Council 
of Churches. Billy Graham has 
been 
conducting 
his 
first 
"crusade” in more than a dec­ 
ade in New York— a city not 
noted for its Southern Baptist 
following or its fondness for 
tent evangelists. Graham, like 
Pope Paul received a friendly 
welcome and a fair hearing. 
The visits of both men in 
foreign territory indicate the 
amount of bridge building going 
on between 
the various relig­ 
ious groups that have, in other 
times, been vigorous 
oppon­ 
ents and even sworn enemies. 
Geneva was the first real san­ 
ctuary for Protestants 
under 
John Calvin, and some rumbl­ 
ings were heard when the Vat­ 
ican announced the Pope’s ac­ 
ceptance of the World 
Coun­ 
cil invitation. But these are dif­ 
ferent days; organized religion 
is up against the wall and new 
alliances should not be consid- 
ered impossible. 
Last summer 
at the World 
Council sessions in Sweden, 
several Roman Catholic theo­ 
logians stated publicly that it 
would be possible and proper for 
the Cathode Church to join the 
World Council of Churches and 
participate fully in its next 
international 
assembly. 
The 
Pope must have been brooding 
over those eager predictions, 
for in Geneva he felt constrain­ 
ed to say: "Not so fast." As 
he put it: 
"Should the Catholic Church 
become'a member of the World 
Council? In fraternal frankness, 
we do not consider that the 
question of membership . . . 
is so mature that a positive 
answer could 
or 
should be 
given ” 
The question still remains 


a hypothesis. It contains seri­ 
ous theological and pastoral im­ 
plications. It thus requires pro­ 
found study and commits us to 
a way that honesty recognizes 
could be long and difficult. 
While this response disap­ 
pointed the more avid ecum­ 
enists, it highlighted the real 
problem. Can the Vatican ever 
allow itself to be one among 
many Christian bodies? Histor­ 
ically, the Vatican wants to be 
in charge. Practically, it is 
not and Catholic power is in a 
steep decline. Some observers 
feel that another decade will 
see the Roman Church as an ac­ 
tive and vital member of the 
council. 
And the same for the Billy 
Graham 
organization. 
Last 
summer Graham attended many 
sessions of the World Council 
Assembly. His New York Cru­ 
sade would have collapsed with­ 
out the support of congrega­ 
tions and church-men who are 
almost 100 per cent within the 
ecumenical 
fellowship of the 
National and World Council of 
Churches. Top officials of both 
organizations accepted Billy's 
invitation to be part of the wor­ 
ship 
service 
in the Garden. 
There 
have 
been 
constant 
rum ors of some kind of "al­ 
liance” or official relationship 
between Graham and the agen­ 
cies of the council. 
Graham has moved away, as 
have many within the Southern 
Baptist family, from the con­ 
cept that you must be a Bap­ 
tist in order to experience sal­ 
vation. (This is the same con­ 
cession that has turned the 
Catholic church upside down.) 
It is one thing to respond to 
the claims of the Gospel about 
Jesus Christ and His redemp­ 
tion for man, and quite another 
to say, "Oh, yes, to make it 
official, you must be Baptist, 
branded or Catholic-approved.” 
This is the accomplishment or 
ecumenical experience and the 
reason that Pope Paul was well* 
received in Geneva ami why 
Billy Graham has many friends 
in New York.

In Columbia, Md., the new 
city which is rising midway 
between Baltimore and Wash­ 
ington, ground was broken last 
week for a building that has 
revolutionary significance for 
the 
future 
of 
religion 
in 
America. 


The 25,000 square foot build­ 
ing will house under one roof 
congregations 
of the Roman 
Catholic, 
Jewish, 
Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Lutheran, Bap­ 
tist and Unitarian faiths. 
Each congregation will have 
its own clergy, conduct its own 
worship services and carry on 
its own pastoral ministry, just 
as if it were operating in a 
building of its own. 


By 
sharing 
one 
physical 
plant, 
however, 
the 
seven 
religious bodies will be able to 
save an enormous amount of 
money which otherwise would 
be 
spent 
on mortgage pay­ 
ments, utilities, insurance and 
maintenance. 
This money will be available 
for community service proj­ 
ects, religious education, youth 
activities and counseling pro­ 
grams. 


The 
Columbia experiment 
points a way out of one of the 
most deplorable situations in 
American religious life —the 
preoccupation of most congre­ 
gations with real estate. 
America's 
Christians and 
Jews now have an estimated 
$80 billion tied up in buildings, 
most of which are used only a 
few hours a week. And they are 
adding to this massive invest­ 
ment in bricks and m ortar at a 
rate of $1 billion a year. 


Because it costs upwards of 
$200,000 to build even a modest 
church, 
many 
congregations 
find themselves struggling with 
heavy burdens of debt. Energy 
and concern which ought to be 
channeled into the service of 
humanity are diverted instead 
into building fund drives. 
The 
interfaith venture 
in 
Columbia shows how wasteful 
and unnecessary it is for every 
congregation to erect its own 
building. 


The 
Columbia 
stru ctu re - 
known simply 
as a "religious 
facilities center” —will be con­ 
structed and maintained by a 
jointly owned non-profit corpor­ 
ation. 
The 
pioneering design by 


Boston architect A. Anthony 
Tappe provides four multi-use 
worship spaces, with seating 
capacities ranging from 70 to 
600. Thus four services can be 
held simultaneously. With coo­ 
perative scheduling, the center 
should be able to accommodate 
20 or more services over a 
weekend. 
The center also will provide 
office 
space for all of the 
participating congregations and 
joint-use facilities for suppers, 
social events, education, drama 
and community functions. 
The shared facilities concept 
obviously is easier to apply in 
an area 
such 
as Columbia 
where a brand new community 
is 
being 
built. 
But 
with 
imagination and daring, it also 
could be applied in established 
communities, 
particularly 
downtown 
areas 
where land 
values 
are 
high 
enough 
to 
enable churches entering a joint 
facility arrangement to dispose 
of their surplus real estate at a 
good price. 
More than money is at stake. 
Indeed, the greatest value of 
the Columbia precedent may be 
to remind Americans that a 
church is NOT a place, but a 
body of people with a common 
mission.

HOLLYWOOD (U P lH t is a 
supreme irony that the power 
of advertising, which for so 
long generated phony glamor 
around cigarette smoking, now 
is 
making it seem a truly 
unpleasant habit. 
For who can deny that, in the 
past 
year 
or so, the anti- 
smoking commercials on televi 
sion-sponsored by Heart and 
Cancer associations and other 
organizations 
— 
have 
been 
mightily effective in changing 
the mood of the market? 
All of the campaign stems 
basically from the report of the 
U.S. 
surgeon general’s office. 
But regardless of the specific 
facts concerning dangers from 
cigarette smoking, it was really 
up to the ingenuity of American 
advertising 
to 
make 
this 
message of latent harm effec­ 
tive. 
And no one can say that 
American advertising is lack­ 
ing — even when it goes 
out 
against a product 
rather than 
for one. 
I think I like best the anti­ 
cigarette commercial that has 
a Western setting, and some 
mean-looking apparent gunmen 
heading for a showdown. What 
happens, 
of course, is that 
everyone starts coughing from 
the 
cigarette-smoking. 
It is 
funny and sharply done, but the 
message is crystal clear that 
the real killers are cigarettes. 
Just about as effective in its 
advertising style is the com-

“Smoke Gets in Your Eyes” as

Following the ceremony of 
closing the 78th Assembly of 
Christian Churches (Disciples 
of Christ) of Southern Califor­ 
nia 
and 
Southern Nevada at 
Chapman 
College in Orange, 
June 28, the retiring president, 
Dr. Enoch Henry of Los Ange­ 
les presented the gavel to Mrs. 
H. G. (Margaret) 
Wilkes of 
North 
Hollywood, 
the newly 
elected 
moderator 
of 
the 
Regional Assembly. 
This change in official titles 
and 
terminology came about 
when the assembly unanimous­ 
ly 
voted for the new provi­ 
sional by-laws in order to co­ 
ordinate with the by-laws and 
terminology of the International 
General 
Assembly of there- 
structured Disciple denomina­ 
tion. 
Also 
elected were first 
vice-moderator, Dr. Wesley P. 
Ford of Pasadena and second 
vice-moderator, Rev. Karl W. 
Tuttle of Santa Barbara. 
Other Assembly concerns in­ 
volved the unanimous approval 
of a resolution which called for 
the Congressional delegations 
of 
Southern California and 
Southern Nevada and the U. S. 
Senators from the two states to 
seek for passage of Federal 
farm 
labor 
legislation 
that 
would define procedures and 
regulations under which farm 
wrokers could select organized 
representation if they so de­ 
sired. 
One of the features of the As­ 
sembly were four forums con­ 
ducted for discussion and de­ 
bate, out of which will come 
resolutions for the Regional 
Church to consider in the fu­ 
ture. Subjects were “Disciples’ 
Views 
in 
Church 
Union,” 
“Should 
Ministers Change?” 
“ Is Social Action F ir st? /’ and 
“ Area Church and Local Sur­ 
vival.”

Job opportunities for new­ 
comers as well as for experi­ 
enced cosmetologists are ex­ 
pected to be extremely good 
all through the 1970s.* Even 
those seeking part-time work 
should find e m p l o y m e n t 
readily. 
Among factors responsible 
for the anticipated employ­ 
ment growth are the popula­ 
tion increase and the more 
frequent use of beauty salons 
as income levels rise and 
more women take jobs out­ 
side the home. 
Replacements through re­ 
tirements, transfers to other 
employment, etc., also will 
average about 25,000 a year. 
An estimated 475,000 people 
were e m p l o y e d as hair­ 
dressers and cosmetologists 
in 1967—more than 10 per 
cent of them men. The pro­ 
portion of part-time workers 
is high. 
Often called beauty opera­ 
tors, hairdressers or beauti- 
c i a n s, cosmetologists ac­ 
tually provide a variety of 
beauty s e r v i c e s most of 
which are related to the hair. 
Most are e m p l o y e d in 
salons which are operated as 
independent establishments 
or in conjunction with hotels 
and department and 
spe­ 
cialty stores. 
Employment generally is 
concentrated in urban areas, 
a l t h o u g h many operators 
work in small towns and 
rural areas in all parts of 
the country. 
The great m a j o r i t y of 
beauty s a l o n s are small 
establishments with fewer 
than four employes. More 
than half are owner-oper­ 
ated. 
All states r e q u i r e that 
beauty operators be licensed. 
Before they are eligible to 
take state licensing exami­ 
nations on the theory and 
practice of c o s m e t o l o g y , 
they usually must be at least 
16 years of age, present cer­ 
tificates of good health and 
have completed at least the 
eighth grade—in many states 
the 10th and, in a few, the 
12th. 
A s t a t e-approved cosme­ 
tology course is recognized 
as adequate preparation for 
these examinations in all 
states; in some, a period of 
apprenticeship may be sub­ 
stituted 
More than three- 
fourths of the states provide 
for reciprocity and, there­ 
fore, operators licensed to 
work in one state can often 
move to another and con­ 
tinue their work without tak­ 
ing another examination to 
qualify. 
More than 3,000 public vo­ 
cational schools and private 
schools offer training which 
meets state licensing require­ 
ments. In many of them, in­ 
structions preparing students 
for a general o p e r a t o r ' s 
license is available in eve­ 
ning classes as well as full­ 
time day classes. Many dav- 
tinic classes offered by pub­ 
lic and private schools re­ 
quire six m o n t h s to com ­ 
plete, others, which may in­ 
clude academic subjects re­ 
quired for a high s c h o o l 


diploma, last from two to 
three years. 
Apprenticeship t r a i n i n g 
usually continues over a pe­ 
riod of one or two years. 
Practically a l l b e a u t y 
schools help their students 
find work after graduation. 
Advancements may come 
in the form of higher earn­ 
ings as operators gain expe­ 
rience and build up a steady 
clientele, or as they become 
skilled specialists in one or 
more p h a s e s of the work. 
Some also advance to posi­ 
tions in which they manage 
salons or open salons of their 
own and others advance to 
teaching positions in cosme­ 
tology schools or use their 
knowledge and skills in some 
different type of employment 
—working as demonstrators 
for manufacturers of cos­ 
metics, for example, or as 
beauty e d i t o r s for news­ 
papers and magazines. 
Many cosmetologists are 
paid on a straight commis­ 
sion basis, others receive a 
salary plus commission. Esti­ 
mating total earnings is diffi­ 
cult because, in addition to 
salaries and commissions, 
most receive tips. Earnings 
also depend upon such fac­ 
tors as experience, speed of 
performance, skill, type and 
location of the beauty salon 
and the ability to satisfy cus­ 
tomers and build up a clien­ 
tele. Many beginning opera­ 
tors earn between $60 and 
$80 a week, a c c o r d i n g to 
l i m i t e d information avail­ 
able. 
Most f u l l - t i me operators 
work 40 hours or longer a 
week, including la t e -after­ 
noon and Saturday work. In 
many large salons and in 
establishments such as de­ 
partment stores and hotels, 
operators may participate in 
group life and health insur­ 
ance and other e m p l o y e 
benefit plans. Some salons 
allow their employes annual 
paid vacations of at least one 
week after a year’s service.

WEST BERLIN - All that has happen­ 
ed here throughout our 20th 
Century 
has been at great, horrible, irredeem ­ 
able cost to us. Yet — irony of ironies 
— nowhere on earth is our country more 
committed than to the survival of this 
former-enemy capital. 
While we were holding the German 
forces 
on 
the west 
we 
were 
encircled 
by the Russians from 
the east. 
The 
Iron 
Curtain 
in 
Europe 
is 
the 
line 
— part 
of it only 
93 
m iles 
from 
the Rhine 
— 
to 
which 
the 
Red 
Army 
marched 
and 
where 
it 
has 
re­ 
mained. 
Then by as­ 
sassinating all resistance, the Reds 
taught populations not to mistake their 
liberators for friends. 
Said Stalin: “ Everyone im poses his 
own system as far as his army can 
reach." Com missar Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky, 
pounding the table, reminded the 
postwar 
Rumanian government of this 
as Red tanks ringed Bucharest. And if 
reconquest is required, reconquest is or­ 
dered as in the reconquest of Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia — pronto. 
We ceded to the Soviet the provinces 
of Thuringia and Saxony in exchange 
Tor a section of Berlin. And on August 
2, 1945, 
at Berlin the Kremlin pledged 
“uniformity 
of 
the 
German 
people 
throughout Germany." By June 24,1948, 
they had blockaded 
Berlin and we had 
to operate the “ Berlin airlift" to keep 
the free area of this city from starving. 
By winning out on this our great 
country proved to Europe and the world 
that communism 
is neither invincible 
nor inevitable. Had we not met and won 
out against this Red challenge there 
would most certainly not be a free 
Europe today. The m illions over here 
may properly bless the United States. 
Communism put up the Berlin Wall on 
Sunday, August 13, 1961. The Reds were 
forced to because 
12 million people 
moved from behind the Iron Curtain from 
the end of World War n until the Berlin 
Wall went up. Given a free opportunity 
to leave, the number would be astrono­ 
m ical.
